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Sydney, this over-Americanised, money-grabbing metro- 
polis has produced a surefire method of 


in soccer, at least. 


The recipe is pretty simple 
and not entirely unpalatable. 

Take two or three young 
players from your second or 
third grade teams, aged: about 
18 or so. 

Put them on a plane to 
England and make sure that 
for at least a year they are 
on the “books” of a glamor 
club. there. 

Don’t worry whether they 
play in the third youth team 
ar the tenth, so long as they 
“belong” to that club. 

Then, after a year, bring 
them back to Sydney — and 
sell them for about $4,000 
apiece. 

The nett profit should be 
considerable — at least to 
your club, if no one else. 

In recent months Sydney 
has seen the triumphant re- 
turn of many such young 
lions from Britain. 


Astronomical fees 


Most of them fetched astro- 
nomical transfer fees and 
most of them were involved 
in sensational, bitter transfer 
disputes. 

And, so far, only one — 
Westwater of Pan Hellenic — 
has justified some of the fuss. 

The latest wrangle occurred 
Jast week, as one of the last 
episodes in the ““Yaager case’’. 

The young Canterbury pro- 
digy returned from England a 
few months ago where he had 
played in Everton’s youth 
veam, 

Seeking quick fame and 
fortune, he decided to change 
clubs and after a lengthy 


argument Canterbury agreed 
to his request, putting a fee 
of $6,000 on his head. 

This was first reduced by 
the Management Committee 


to $4,000, then $2,000, before 


the Appeals Board upped it 
back to $3,000. 

How anybody — Canter- 
bury, Management Committee 
or Appeals Board — could 
even claim to assess the real 
value of this youngster after 
only one mediocre match for 
Canterbury is beside the point. 

Assess they did and the 
final figure was set at $3,000. 


The only club openly in- 
terested in Yaager all along 


was Pan Hellenic. 
Some others also made 
‘tentative inquiries but then 


changed their mind. 

When the figure was set at 
$2,000, Pan Hellenic agreed 
to buy. 

They came to terms with 
the boy and his father, both 
signing a contract, 

One clause in this docu- 
ment stipulated that Yaager 
also sign the Federation’s 
“blue” (professional) regist- 
ration form once the transfer 
was settled. 


‘Then the Appeals Board 


upped the figure to $3,000- 


but Pan Hellenic were still 
eager to clinch the deal. 
Then, all of a sudden, 
Hakoah stepped in: they also 
made the boy sign a contract 
rius the registration form. 
At once, the good-pal and 
“love-thy-neighbour” relations 
between the two clubs who 


getting rich fast — 


share Wentworth Park got 
strained. 

Only one week earlier they 
joined forces to evict Yugal 
and: St. George from the app- 
roaches of Wentworth Park; 
now they switched to name- 
calling. 


“Double-cross”

The US Professional Soccer League got off to a promising start two weeks 
ago when 45,210 paying spectators watched the “rebel” league’s opening round. 


Matches in the 10-team lea- 
gue were played in Philadel- 
phia, Oakland (California), 
Los Angeles, Baltimore and 
Chicago. 

Philadelphia attracted the 
largest crowd — 14,163 spect- 
ators — with Governor Scran- 
ton of Pennsylvania kicking 
off. 

Organisers ran out of tick- 
ets at the ground as they had 
only printed 9,000, expecting, 
at the most, a crowd of 8,000. 

The Philadelphia soccer 
match attracted nearly three 
jtimes more spectators than 
the baseball match played 
two miles away delween the 
local team and the New York 
“Mets”’. 


Oscar-winning actress Julie 
Andrews gave the kick-off at 
Oakland for the match bet- 
ween San Francisco and Pitts- 
burgh which was attended by 
8,840 spectators. 


The Winner! 


In Los Angeles, a predom- 
inantly Latin-American crowd 
of 9,048 saw the local “Toros” 
defeat New York 3-2 in the 
best match of the first round. 


The Baltimore match bet- 
ween the locals and Atlanta 
drew a crowd of 8,438, al- 
though the match was tele- 
vised live by CBS. 


The smallest crowd was in 
Chicago where 4,725 fans 
saw their cosmopolitan team 
beat Louisville 2-1.

A CBS ratings survey re- 
vealed that an estimated 3 
million viewers on the East 
Coast of the USA tuned in 
to the Baltimore-Atlanta 
match. 


However, despite the suc- 
cessful kick-off, the Americ- 
ans will soon face a serious 
problem — lack of proper 
grounds. 

Several major league base- 
ball clubs have acquired soc- 
cer franchises (Baltimore Ori- 
cles, Cleveland Indians, Atlan- 
ta Brayes, Chicago White Sox, 
Houston Astros), and others, 
including the New York Yan- 
kees, are leasing their fields 
to soccer teams for a season 
that runs parallel with the 
baseball tournament, April to 
August. 

But use of a field for sac- 
cer makes it, in the short 
tun, unfit for basebali. 

And a large number of 
baseball executives. aware of 
the danger implicit in this 
set-up, are opposing the use 
of the precious ‘“‘diamonds” by 
1ootballers, 

Ownership of a soccer team 
by a baseball club is also 
under attack for a different 
reason. 


If soccer succeeds under the 
proposed arrangement, it can 
do so only at baseball’s ex- 
pense; if it fails, the money 
spent by the clubs in promot- 
ing soccer instcad of basebail 
will be wasted. 

The conflict - of - interest 
aspects are tricky... and con- 
jusing. 

Can the Baltimore baseball! 
club honestly complain about 
the condition of Yankee Sta- 


dium when its own soccer 
team is party to a million- 
dollar television contract with 
Columbia Brodcasting System, 
owners of the Yankees? 

The growing concern over 
these matters has engaged the 
attention of William D. Eck- 
ert, US Commissioner of 
Baseball, who has decided to 
give the situation a thorough 
airing at various owners’ meet- 
ings scheduled for Florida 
next month. 

Should Comissioner Eckert 
have decided to refuse permis- 
sion for soecer teams to use 
baseball fields, he would 
plunge many of the newly- 
formed teams into chaos. 

At least, that would be the 
effect here in New York, 
where professional soccer 
fields are simply non-existent. 

The only pitch that is bare- 
ly adequate is the one at 
Downing Stadium, a track-and- 
field arena in’a small island 
outside New York City, re- 
mote and inaccessible, with 
uncovered bleachers that can 
only sit 20,000. 

The condition of that field, 
as described by a visiting 
European coach, is “abbomin- 
able”’.

The Dutch, who were born sailors, were also 
great organisers. In the early 1600’s they estab- 
lished the Dutch East India Company, and about 
20 years later, the Dutch West India Company, 
with permission from the Dutch government to 
trade and settle, first in Africa, and later in all 


the territory in the 


Western Hemisphere. 


Although the trading ships were heavily armed, 
there was a marked distinction between the war- 


ships and the merchant 


vessels. Such merchant 


ships, as the one shown in our figure 32, carried 
the riches of the Dutch colonies back to the 
Low Countries. They often travelled Via Cape 
Horn, a route first used by a Dutchman.
